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APPLE CROP IS 
LAROE; QUALITY 
HORST IN YEARS 


Culled Fruit Ranges 
From 40 To 90 Per 
Cent, According 
To Prominent 


G r o w e r . 


Although Adams county's com­ 
mercial apple crop this year is one 
cf the biggest on record, the qual­ 
ity of the fruit is the poorest in 
more than lo years, A. F.. Rice, 
prominent Bihlerville grow er and 
packer, said today. 
•‘Culled 
fruit ranges from 40 
per cent in some orchards to HO 
and OO per cent in others,” Mr. 
Rice said, adding that the cause 
for the exceptionally poor quality 
of fruit lay in the fact th at few 
growers sprayed often enough or 
at the right times to control scab. 
Mr. Rice said that n one orchard 
of 120 
bushels 
of 
apples, 
HO 
bushel* were fit only for culls and 
could not be packed for shipment 
or storage. 
Half I ii Sto re g e 
The picking and packing of the 
commercial 
York 
Imperial 
crop 
was expected to reach its peak this 
week, Mr. Rice sa d. 
About half 
of the crop of select apple* is be­ 
ing placed in cold storage at the 
B ’glerville Cold Storage plant and 
at the Adams County Cold Storage 
plant hc*re while the other half is 
being shipped to city m arkets. 
Both the could storage plant at 
Biglerville, which has a rapacity 
of 5,004* b a r r e ls, and the eold sto r­ 
age plant h e r e . which has a cap­ 
acity of 40.04K) bai reb, are expect­ 
ed to be full of apples when tho 
season closes. 
Apples are Tieing shipoed from 
Biglerville, O rrtanna, Peach Clon 
and Bendersville in carload 
lots, 
while canning operations are 
in 
progiess at Biglerville and Gard-

Fiivinh November I 
Next week the crop of Stnyman 
apples will rta rt toward storage 
and m arkets. 
The last of the 
apples will bf* out of the orchards 
by the first week in November, it 
was stated. 
Hundreds of persons are being 
given employment in orchards and 
packing houses of the county d u r­ 
ing the apple movement season, 
but no deal th of workers is re p o rt­ 
ed.

The airship, taking off from

No F u k s At Start 
Despite excitement which

the dirigible got away with 
clock-like precision and with 
less fuss at the start than it 
takes a trans-Atlantic liner to 
get away from the pier.
